Although five 
babies are born every hour in 
Chicago, one every twelve min- 
utes, Lake Shore Drive, the home 
of the millionaires and fashion- 
ables, has had only one birth in 
eight years, according to the 
records.

Two bystanders, George B. Stangen- 
berg and William T. Pearl also suffered 
from the fire of the murderer. Stan- 
genberg was wounded in the foot aad 
Pearl received a bullet in the mouth, 
knocking out a couple of teeth, which 
fell down his throat. He coughed up 
the bullet, which was somewhat flat- 
tened by contact with his teeth, and 
turned it over to the officers.

NEW YORK, Jan. 31.— Prof.“ Mat- 
thew H. Hilgert, who advertises as a 
maker of “magic mechanico physiolog- 
ical boots“ and caters to the wealthy, 
was arrested yesterday by agents of 
the County Medical Society. Dr. Al- 
bert Whitehouse, an osteopath, who 
is Hilgert’s chief assistant, was also 
arrested. The officers found in the 
Hilgert house a workshop where fifty 
men were employed in the manufac- 
ture of the magic“ boots. The com- 
plaint against the prisoners is that 
they practiced medicine without a li- 
cence and that the magic“ boots, the 
soles of which were sometimes soaked 
with drugs, often caused torture to 
those who were treated. It is claimed 
that boots were sold to millionaires at 
prices ranging from $1000 to $5000. In 
court, the prisoners were held in $500 
bail each for examination.

has been pretty generally surmised in 
certain quarters during the last ten 
days that a settlement out of court 
was not an impossible nor even im- 
probable outcome of the contention be- 
tween whe are now a party to 
the suit in which the complaint has 
been filed, but contrary. te general ex- 
pectations the attorneys for the plein- 
tiffs yesterday afternoon filed a com- 
plaint covering about one hundred and 
sixty typewritten pages in legal cap. 

The complaint sets forth little that 
is new or different from that published 


‘lin The Times. The general allegations 


are that the defendant corporations in 
the suit now pending and the defend- 
ant individuals in divers ways divert- 
ed from the California Development 
Company, through the subsidiary com- 
panies, into the pockets of the defend- 
ants named in the suit, various sums 
of money amounting to the total set 
forth. 

This was done, it is alleged, by ex- 
cessive salaries, by excessive com- 
missions on the sale of property, by 
charging commissions on lands not sold 
at all, and in many divers and other 
devious ways by which it is claimed 
this vast sum of money has been 
diverted from its proper owners, the 
stockholders of the Caiiforpia Develop- 
ment Company, into the pockets of 
those made defendants in the suit. 

STATUTE OF LIMITATIONS? 

There is an interesting feature in the 
complaint as filed, which perhaps points 
to what may be set up by some, if not 
all, of the defendants in answering to 
complaint. The said complaint 
sets forth very fully that the affairs of 
the California Development Company 
have been at all times within the past 
four or five years, during. which these 


the | alleged crooked transactions are said 


to have been perpetrated, in the hands 
of the defendants to the suit now 
brought; that the affairs of the Call 
fornia Development Company have thus 
been kept concealed from others at in- 
terest, so that not until June, 1905, had 
it been possible to discover these al- 
leged acts of fraud. 

The complaint is bed with 
allegations of fraud, in which figures 
fairly dance around one another, 
stand for sums of money of 
$10,000, $26,000, $88,600, $40,485.60, and 
at least one item of $210,150.03. 

It is also set forth that N. W. Stow- 
ell, through a certain transaction 
whose legality is questioned, abstracted 
from the California Development Com- 
pany as much as $160,000. . 

It is claimed that the subsidia 
companies were organized without any 
capital, that the Chaffeys, who were 
made parties to the suit, at the time 
when they entered into relations with 
the California Development Company, 


were not worth to exceed $25,000. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 

Of course the other side of the story 
is still to be heard. An answer to the 
complaint will no doubt be filed today, 
and with such powerful legal lights as 
John 8.

Miss Florence Parker has awakened! 
The young girl who for twenty days 
has remained in a state of coma, evinc- 
ing but little more interest in things

Twenty days ago the girl fell into a 
deep stupor.

HE BOILER-MAKER AND THE

The people of Los Angeles have 
about reached the end of their endur- 
ance of the tomfoolery, not to use a 
harsher term, displayed by the city 
Council and Mayor in their exceed- 
ingly effective efforts not to give the 
city a Board of Public Works. The 
city government is in a state of chaos 
because of the failure of the Mayor 
and Council to agree upon a board to 
conduct the various multitudinous and 
important affairs of this branch. The 
City Attorney has practically declared 
that the old Board of Public Works, 
composed of members of the Council, 
is entirely out of commission. It is a 
question how far the Street Superin- 
tendent and other officials can be justi- 
fied in doing any public work until the

It is to be supposed that the corpora- 
tion itself is for some reason or other 
incapacitated from overseeing the 
work themselves. Let us say for in- 
stance that they have neither business 
experience nor business capacity to 
perform these services for themselves, 
and they must go out and hire a party 
of three or more persons who-wil] per- 
form these functions for them. Would 
they go into the community and pick 
out a little bunch of nobodies who had 
never had any large experience in af- 
fairs or in the management of men? 
Would personal friendship without re- 
gard to ability cut much figure in the 
selection of that board? Would po- 
litical alliances determine in any ap- 


board? 

Why, this imaginary corporation 
would go into the community and they 
| would select the men of the largest 
experience, the men whose business 
career had shown the greatest ability 
by its success, and put them at the 
head of this vast undertaking. They 
would weigh carefully the reputation 
for integrity as well as ability of 
every, man in whose hands they would 
place any share of the management of 
this work. The men they would pick 
out would, in business reputation and 
in reputation for honesty, tower above 
the ordinary run of mortals in Los An- 
geles us King Saul did above the rest 
of Israel in stature. No man would 
be allowed to have a word to say about 
this enterprise who was not of colossal 
proportions in the business of the 
community. 

This is not a political matter. It is 
a taxpayers’ matter. It is not a mat- 
ver for labor unions or any other ag- 
gregation of mischief-makers to be con- 
sulted about. It is a matter in which 
the most important interests of the 
whole community are concerned, and 
the community demands that the 
Council, with the Mayor's assistance, 
give us a Board of Public Works about
